Donald G. Jones, 27-year-old Pottstown milkman held up yes- 


terday on Route 83 in Monocacy, re-enacts the early-morning 
holdup. Here's the beginning: A man who had flagged him down, 
asked directions to Pottstown. As Jones leaned.out to tell him, 
another man was sneaking up on the far side of the truck. 


As Jones was giving directions* a swarthy man stepped 


through the open door of the truck on Jones' left. The swarthy 
man reached to the dashboard, turned off. the ignition and pushed 
in the light switch. Jones reached out an arm to stop him, but 
by then, the man behind him was grabbing the other arm. 


After the robbers took about $27 from Jones' wallet and pants 


pocket, the man behind him stuck something in his hack, had 
Jones remove his belt, then tied Jones this way. The belt wasn't 
tight enough to keep Jones from wriggling free in a few minutes. 
But by then the three men (one had stayed in a car nearby) had 
sped away.

somewhat hereditary basis. 


Recently, a detailed study was made 


of 250 allergic children and their fam- 
ilies. The ages of the children ranged 
from infancy to 16 years. 


Only a little more than 10 percent of 


these children's parents were allergic 
and only 7 percent of the grandparents; 
and allergy was present in only 9 per- 
cent of their brothers and sisters. It 
was found that there was a tendency 
for allergy to appear in fairly large 
numbers in only a certain few families. 


Evidence was also discovered to show 


that the presence of allergy in both par- 
ents would not necessarily lead to an 
increased tendency toward allergy in the 
children. When one member of a set 
of twins was allergic, the other did not 
necessarily develop an allergy. 


Every individual is' potentially cap- 


able of developing an allergy. It is be- 
lieved that the amount of exposure to 
the substance causing the allergy, and 
the degree to which it penetrates the 
tissue cells, are the major factors in de- 
termining its onset. 


Heredity is not now considered an 


important factor.

YOUR HEALTH

ALLERGY is a medical term being 
greatly misused lately by 
many 
lay 
perso ns. 
It is receiving th e blame fo r 
everyth ing fro m marital Inco mpatibility 
to plain laziness, as in th e case o f th e 
individual wh o is allergic to wo rk. 
Actually, it is a fo rm o f 
increased 
sensitivity wh ich may affect vario us tis­ 
sues o f th e bo dv. 
It is th e result o f ex­ 
po sure to a substance to wh ich th e in­ 
dividual is extremely sensitive. 
Th e reactio n develo ps wh enever th is 
substance is co ntacted, 
even* o n 
th e 
smallest scale. 
Th ere are many types o f allergies. 
An individual 
may 
h ave 
h ay 
fever, 
adth ma, h ives, o r severe skin sympto ms 
due to h is o versensitivity to o ne o r mo re 
substances co ntacted. 
A frequent questio n asked th e do c­ 
to r is wh eth er allergy tends to run in 
families 
Until recently, it was th o ug h !^ 
th at allergy, wh ich o ccurs in abo ut l 4P 
percent o f th e po pulatio n, was 
o n 
a 
so mewh at h ereditary basis. 
Recently, a detailed study was made 
o f 250 allergic ch ildren and th eir fam ­ 
ilies. 
Th e ages o f th e ch ildren ranged 
fro m infancy to 16 years. 
Only a little mo re th an 10 percent o f 
th ese ch ildren’s parents were allergic 
and o nly 7 percent o f th e grandparents; 
and allergy was present in o nly 9 per­ 
cent o f th eir bro th ers and sisters. 
It 
was fo und th at th ere was a tendency 
fo r allergy to appear in 
fairly 
large 
numbers in o nly a certain few families. 
Evidence was also disco vered to sh o w 
th at th e presence o f allergy in bo th par­ 
ents wo uld no t necessarily lead to an 
increased tendency to ward allergy in th e 
ch ildren. 
Wh en o ne member o f a set 
o f twins was allergic, th e o th er did no t 
necessarily develo p an allergy. 
Every individual is po tentially cap­ 
able o f develo ping an allergy. 
It is be- 
lieved th at th e amo unt o f expo sure to 
th e substance causing th e allergy, and 
th e degree to wh ich it 
penetrates 
th e 
tissue cells, are th e majo r facto rs in de­ 
termining its o nset. 
Heredity is no t no w co nsidered 
an 
impo rtant facto r.

Lean beef is the order of the day. 


Range cattle are coming to market, 
and thrifty housewives can take 
advantage of the lean cuts that are 
more reasonably-priced than fat- 
marbled steaks and roasts. 


No one will mind eating lean 


beef if it's prepared, as in the 
recipe below, with a delicious 
sauce and small white onions. When 
our taste-testers sampled this dish, 
two of them said it was delightfully 
like sauerbraten in flavor. 


What to serve with this 


Braised Beef and White Onions? 
Mashed potatoes are a good 
choice; so are green peppers 
cut into eighths and cooked in 
boiling water only until they 
are tender-crisp. (A pound of 
the peppers will give ample 
portions for four.) Or instead of 
the peppers, serve snap beans 
cooked whole and doused with 
melted butter or margarine, 
salt and plenty of freshly- 
ground pepper.
